NEWSPAPER REPORTERSONTHE STiSD 


They Testify that Few Strikers Took 


Part in'the Scenes of Violence, and 


that the Deputy Marshal* 


Were Inefficient/ 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—Reporters told 


the story of the Pullman railroacj 
strike yesterday to the National Labor 
commjssionerK. 
Representatives of 


most of the CliicBfro newspapers were 
oil the witness stand during1 the day. 
They were practically unanimous in 
the declaration that hardly any of the 
strikers took part in the acts of Vio- 
lence or obstruction during the riots. 
They testified ihiat most of the o»ert 
acts were committed by hoodlums who 
had no connection with the railroads. 
With one or two exceptions, all branded 
the United States special deputy mar- 
shals as Inefficient and a source of con- 
stant irritation to the strikers. 
At the afternoon session Reporter 


Miller denied the statement of Vice- 
President Howard of the American 
Railway union, made on the stand that 
the witness drew the first pistol during 
the riot at Blue Island. He declared 
that a score of revolvers were drawn 
almost at the same time. He told of 
an attempted assassination of himself 
and another reporter during1 the trouble 
&t the stock yards. The witness said 
lie observed many instances of violence, 
and often saw men throw switches and 
turn over cars. He had no knowledge 
that any of the men who participated 
inothcse acts were railroad men. but he 
thought a certain percentage of them 
were from their knowledge of railroad 
business. 


T. Harding, another newspaper man, 


corroborated the statements of his pre- 
decessors. He testified to seeing ex- 
railroad employes try to stop rioting 
without success. He thought in a few 
cases railroad strikers were to blame. 
Etc was followed by other reporters, 
who gave similar testimony. 


Chief Deputy Marshal Donnelly tes- 


tified that he had about 4,000 deputies 
under him during the strike. He ac- 
knowledged that some of his men 
were inefficient, but denied that as a 
whole they were as worthless 'a body 
as represented by the reporters. He 
did not recognize any strikers among 
;hose whom he saw commit violence.

boots on and tariff reform have each had 
about the same miserable ending. 


IF the Republicans could in anyway 


manage to have Gov. Altgeld introduce 
MacVeagh to the public, it would aid 
very materially in making the next legis- 
lature Republican. 


IP the Democratic party had to do a 


straightforward business, without at- 
tempt at deception, as the Republican 
party has to, there would soon be noth- 
ing left of the Democratic party. Its 
deceptions are all that keep it alive. 


THE Review has dicovered another 


American tin plate mill. It could not 
discover one in 1892. It may some day 
also discover that there were no tin 
plate mills in America until the McKin- 
ley tariff act provided the way to estab- 
lish them and give the industry a start. 
A Democratic tariff never built up an 
American industry such as a tin plate 
mill. 


THE present congress claims to have 


made a saving in the appropriations c f 
830,000,000. When you come to examir. e 
this claim it will be found that they did 
it by cutting down the pension appro- 
priations that amount. When one con- 
siders this fact in connection with the 
Fact that this congress had only to ap- 
propriate $556,158 for the eleventh cen- 
sus, while the congress before it had to 
appropriate $1,020,000, and nothing for 
the world's fair, while the preceding 
congress appropriated $958,000, it will be 
found that the present congress in. 
creased the ordinary expenses of the 
government $1,885,015, and when the 
deficiency bills have to be passed it will 
oe far above a billion dollar congress. 


Gov. JOHN P. ALTGELD has been in- 


vestigating the want and destitution in 
the families of the strikers at Pullman 
who have been unable to get their jobs 
back, and he found their condition very 
t>ad. After the investigation ho asked 
the managers of the pullman works to 
ay off their regular employes half the 
time and give those strikers who held 
out too long and lost their jobs, half 
;ime. This is equivalent to a proposition 
that the men who are willing to work, 
and have gone to work, shall keep the 
destitute at their own expense. It did not 
occur to the Anarchist pardoner that he 
might relieve some of the want out of 
the 83,000,000 he is worth, and that he 
cguld afford it much better than those 
workmen. 


EUGENE V. DEBS testihed before the 


federal commission inquiring into the 
causes of the recent strike, that the rail- 
road companies were reducing wages. 
Debs is a fine sample of the modern 
political economist. He has been a Dem- 
ocrat and has been voting for a free 
trade tariff, and was one of the first to 
kick because wages were being reduced; 
and now he proposes to vote the Popu- 
list ticket because the President and the 
courts would not allow him to run a 
revolution because wages were being re- 
duced. No sensible man, be he protec. 
tionist or free trader,, seriously argues 
that a low tariff does not mean low 
wages. There is no escape from this 
logic and all the strikes on earth cannot 
prevent it. 


Gov. ALTGELD is manifesting a good 


deal of concern for Franklin MacVeagh's 
candidacy for Unjted State's Senator. 
MacVeagh is the product of John P. 
Hopkins and the gang. Had it not been 
for them his name would not have been 
presented to the state convention. They 
made him, so far as his candidacy is 
concerned, and having made him the 
gang has a right to have something to 
say about his campaign. When Mac- 
Veagh made his speech accepting the 
nomination, he said he could tell the 
people of the state why they should be 
Democrats, and the^employes of the city 
of Chicago and Cook county who owe 
their appointments to the Democratic 


machine want to know why the? ahould 
be Democrats. Thai may be a joke on 
their part, but they want to hear Mac- 
Veagh, and Mayor Hopkins ha* ar- 
ranged a picnic for the employes, and 
has also arranged that MacVeagh shall 
apeak to and mingle with the "boys" 
This is to be the opening of the cam- 
paign. Altgeld does not take kindly to 
this, and has written a letter to the sec- 
retary of the state central committee, 
suggesting that this arrangement be 
broken up. The governor thinks it will 
be a "mistake to open the senatorial 
campaign with that gang. 
He prefers 


that MacVeagh shall come to the country 
to make his opening speech and the 
governor goes so far as to offer to intro- 
duce him. 
This is very kind in the 


governor, but the offer raises this perti- 
nent query in the minds of thinking men:

Weather Service! of the United 


8t»UM Wemther Bureau. 


.CUICAOO, Aug. 23,—The reports as to 


the condition of crops throughout the 
country, and the general influence of 
weather on growth, cultivation and 
tiarvcst, was yesterday made by the 
directors of the different state weather 
services of the United States weather 
bureau. The reports received by tele- 
graph at Chicago follow: 


Illinois—Temperature and' sunshine 


above1 normal, \sxcept in central por- 
tion and a few counties in northern 
portion, rainfall below and badly dis- 
tributed; drouth continues in many 
southern counties. Prospects for corn 
more encoutaging. Plowing for wheat 
progressing slowly. 


Indiana—Light and heavy showers 


and cool nights improved corn in low 
places and pasturage in some locali- 
ties. Wheat, oats and rye threshing 
nearly done; fall plowing progressing 
slowly. 


Ohio—Considerable corn being cut 


for feed, but generous showers have 
much improved late corn and potatoes 
in southern section. Some showers in 
north part, but not enough to relieve 
drouth. Tobacco has generally an im- 
proved appearance, but will, be a light 
yield. Some is being cut. But little 
plowing has been done. 


Hisssouri—But little change 
in. 


weather or crops, though showers im- 
proved late corn and pastures in some 
localities.

which the seriate passed at the instance 
of Senator Hill and which the house 
vainly tried to take up for passage yes- 
terday has these for its leading pro- 
visions: 
iJo alien anarchist shall be permitted 


to land ui the United States; but this 
prohibition shall not apply to political 
refugees who are not anarchists. The 
superintendent of immigration when 
satisfied that any alien anarchist has 
been allowed to land, orjthat any alien 
resident of the United States is an an- 
archist whose presence in the country 
is a menace to the peace and wellbe- 
ing of society, is authorized to arrest 
such anarchist, give him public hear- 
ing, and if the charges are supported, 
deport him from the United States. 


In order to avoid any abuse of au- 


thority on the part of the superintend- 
ent of immigration, the person to be 
deported may appeal from his decision 
to the secretary of the treasury, who 
shall render a final decision. The ad- 
ditional safeguard is provided of a 
right to obtain a writ of habeas cor- 
pus from any United States judge, who 
is authorized to review the findings of 
the superintendent and the secretary 
on the regularity of the proceedings 
authorized by the bill, and also on the 
question of alienage and identity. 
. 


The bill also directs the appointment 


of twelve immigration agents who 
shall be stationed abroad and satisfy 
themselves as to the character of per- 
sons intending to emigrate to the 
United States, particularly whether 
they are anarchists, criminals or alien 
contract laborers. 


The'report which Mr Boatner, of 


Lousiana, from the house judiciary 
committee, made in favor of the bill 
states that "owing to severe regula- 
tions recently adopted by France and 
Italy, a great many dangerous anarch- 
ists arc making their way to the United 
States, and as under existing laws they 
cannot be denied admission to our ter- 
ritory, the United States will soon be 
the rendezvous of > those human mon- 
sters unless the proposed legislation is 
speedily adopted. Your committee is 
of tfce opinion that the United States 
is fully justified by existing conditions 
In using all its powers to prevent im- 
migration and settlement in this 
country of men who/epudiate all law, 
all government, and practically pro- 
claim themselves as the enemies of 
mankind." 


There is apparently no doubt that 


the bill would pass the house readily 
if a quorum were present, and a spe- 
cial order was brought in from the 
committee on rules giving it considera- 
tion. 


Col. 
Stump, the superintendent of 


immigration, who dcafted the bill, has 
telegraphed, asking Representatives 
Outhwaite, Reed and Burrows, the ab- 
sent members of the committee on 
rules, to return to Washington in order 
that the committee can report a spe- 
cial order setting apart a time for the 
consideration and for taking a vote on 
the measure.

Word was received here last night thai 


France Chandler, general paMenger and 
ticket agent of the Wabash luilrocd at 
St IXJUM, died in that city yesterday 
morning at 8 o'clock. , 


Mr. Chandler was one of the oldest 


railroad-men in the country, having 
entered the service in 1851. He lived in 
Chicago 8evera>> years and wa* highly 
respected there. Be began hi» railroad 
career in the service of the Buffalo, 
Corning and New fork, now the Erie 
road, in November, 1854, at Bochester, 
N.Y. He remained with the line two 
years, when he went to Chicago and 
entered the cashier's office of the Rock 
Island road. 
July 1, 1863, he waa ap- 


pointed general ticket agent of the Co 
lumbus and Indianapolis at Indianapolis. 
After serving two}ears ho returned to 
Chicago as general ticket 'agent of the 
Chicago and Great Eastern, July 1st, 
1866, and went back to Indianapolie and 
remained there until 1809, when he was 
appointed general ticket agent of the 
Vandalia at St. Louis. In 1871 he be 
came general manager and ticket agent 
of the North Missouri, and in 1873 took 
a position as assistant general passenger 
agent of the Illinois Control at Chicago. 
In August,'1877, he went to New Orleani 
OB general passenger agent of the Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and New Orleans road. 
From May, 1880, to June, 1883, he waa 
general passenger agent of the Missouri 
Pacific at St. Louis; from May 1883, to 
June, 1884, he was general ticket agent 
of the Pacific and Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific railways; June. 1881, to Jan- 
uary 1866, general passenger and ticket 
agent of the Wabash, St. Louis and Pa- 
cific road; January 1,1866, to July 1889, 
geceral passenger and ticket agent of 
the Wabash Western road; July, 1889, 
to the time of his death, general passen- 
ger and ticket agent of the Wabash 
road at St. Louis. 


Mr. Chandler had been ill with atom 


ach trouble about two weeks, and his 
death was not unexpected. He hod 
never married. 


A Trip to Iowa. 


EDS. REPUBLIC AM: Having just re- 


turned from a business trip through 
northwestern Iowa,Buena Vista, and ad- 
joining counties, I would say the crops 
are looking well. Corn will make two- 
thirds of a crop at leaet,and oats, wheat, 
barley, flax, and hay are equally good, 
although the country 
hae 
panted 


through the wont drought it ever ex- 
perienced. This part at least hae stood 
it splendidly. They have hod fine rains 
for ten days past which will help the 
corn and flax and pasture*. 
In the 


southern part of the state, where the 
country is more broken the crops are in 
bad condition. The northwestern por- 
tion of the state is gently rolling; I think 
Buena Vista county is aa nice lying as 
Macon county. Storm Lake is a fine 
tittle city of three thousand inhabitants, 
located alonpthe northern shore of the 
lake. The lake covers 6,400 acres, and 
on its waters are steamers, sail ships 
and row-boats, and it 
affords fine 


fishing. The advantages of Storm Lake 
are equal to many cities of fonr times 
it« size; it has nine churches, ward 
schools, a high school, and as fine a col- 
lege as there ia in the state; electric 
iighte and city water — but no saloona. 


The soil in Buena Vista county is a 


slack loam, from three to five feet deep, 
and very productive. It has fine outlets 
lor its water. I have had a number of 
Vtacon county people out to see this fine 
country, and they have shown their ap- 
preciation of the country by buying 
4^800 acres in Buena Vista county of me 
since March 1, 1891. Now is a good 
;itne to go and see for yourself. I would 
be glad to see you any time at my office, 
136 South Water street, Decatur, III.
